SIG (FIGHTS FOR 
SPEAKERSHIP. 


Washington, D. 
C., 
March 
22.— 
When the House of Representatives 
of the Sixty-fifth Congress assembles 
for the extra session next, 
month it 
w ill find the 
two parties 
lined 
up 
with a smaller difference in numbers 
than ever before; and it Is small dif­ 
ference, which is expected to result 
in a sharp fight for the Speakership, 
which is causing the students of his 
tory and parliamentary precedents to 
dive Into the volumes telling of form­ 
er close contests at the Capitol. 
Al­ 
though the present, political status 
is extremely 
Interesting, 
there are 
no such hitter issues 
at stake 
aa 
thdse which tore the country in the 
days preceding the civil war. 
In the Twenty-sixth Congress the 
organization of the House was delay­ 
ed three weeks on account of a con­ 
test In the New Jersey 
delegation, 
the five candidates who had been re­ 
turned as elected 
at 
large 
having 
their seats contested by the five De­ 
mocratic candidates on the ground of 
a miscount in one county. 
For three 
days 'the clerk, w’ho under the rules 
always presides during 
the election 
of a Speaker, refused to put any mo­ 
tions save to adjourn, and the pro­ 
ceedings were very disorderly. John 
Quincy Adams, former President of 
the United States, 
having 
become 
disgusted with the behavior of the 
clerk, took 
the 
chair, 
called 
the 
House to order and declared that he 
would entertain 
any 
parliamentary 
motions. 
The first motion was to 
elect him Speaker pro tem., and he 
presided for two weeks, until Robert 
M. P. Hunter of Virginia, 
a Whig, 
was elected Speaker. 
The Thirty-first Congress was bad­ 
ly mixed up politically, neither-party 
having a majority. 
There were HO 
Democrats, 105 Whigs, and nine Free 
Soilers. 
The latter refused to vote 
for either the Whig or Democratic 
candidates for Speaker, 
and 
after 
sixty-two fruitless ballots agreed that 
on the next ballot a plurality should 
elect. Howell Cobb of Georgia, a De­ 
mocrat, was then elected Speaker. 
The Thirty-fourth 
Congress 
was 
another “ conglomerate" body, the De­ 
mocrats having a small majority iii 
the eSnate, aud neither party a ma­ 
jority in the House. 
There were 108 
•‘anti-Nebraska" 
and 
Republican 
members, 
eighty-three 
Democrats 
and forty-three Americans and South­ 
ern Whigs. 
After 
133 
ballots 
had 
been taken without without result it 
was agreed that a plurality should 
elect, and Nathaniel P. Banks, Jr., of 
Massachusetts, an anti-Nebraska Re 
publican, was elected Speaker. 
The 
Thirty-sixth 
Congress 
was 
equally “ conglomerate,” the 
Demo­ 
crats controlling the Senate and no 
party controlling the House. The De­ 
mocrats had IGI members, 
the Re­ 
publicans 113 
and the Americans 23. 
These latter were all from the South, 
except four. 
The Republicans were 
loosely organized. 
There 
was no 
majority and a serious situation con 
fronted the Republicans if they wish­ 
ed to place their 
Speaker 
iii 
the 
chair. There were sixteen candidates 
on the first ballot. 
John Sherman 
of Ohio received 6 6 of the Republican 
votes and Galusha A. Grow of Penn­ 
sylvania 
received 43, while 
Repre­ 
sentative Bocock of Virginia, 
a De­ 
mocrat, led with 
8 6 . 
Representative 
Grow withdrew his name and John 
Sherman took the lead. 
But Sher 
man’s indorsement of “ Helper’s Im­ 
pending 
Crisis,” 
an 
abolitionist’s 
book, was made an excuse by Hum­ 
phrey 
Marshall 
of 
Kentucky 
and 
Henry W inter Davis of Maryland for 
“ bolting” his nomination, and after 
two months of fruitless 
balloting— 
Mr. Sherman several times lacking 
but two votes for election—W illiam 
Pennington of New Jersey was elect­ 
ed Speaker. 
Personal encounters were narrow­ 
ly averted during this long struggle 
over 
the 
Speakership. 
Branch

North Carolina challenged Grow of 
Pennsylvania. 
There were threats of 
killings and assaults.

throughout the grow ing 
season, say 
specialists in the U. S. D epartm ent 
of A griculture. Most ow ners of small 
gardens are content to raise a single 
crop on each plat of land a t their dis­ 
posal. 
It is quite possible, hrttvever, 
to grow 
two or th ree crops 
in one 
season 
and if 
these are 
properly 
selected 
th e 
home-grown 
produce 
will be both b etter and cheaper than 
any th a t can 
be purchased 
on the 
m arket. 
Ju st 
w hat vegetables 
are to 
be 
grown depends of course, upon the 
individual tastes 
of the 
family. 
In 
general it may be said, how ever, that 
the aim of the home gardener should 
be to raise vegetables im which fresh­ 
ness is an im portant quality. 
Peas 
and string or Lim a beans, for exam ­ 
ple, 
lose 
much 
lf 
they 
are 
not 
cooked 
alm ost 
Im m ediately 
after 
they are picked. 
On the other hand, 
as good potatoes can 
be bought as 
can be grown. 
M oreover, they 
oc­ 
cupy a large area 
in proportion 
to 
their yield and consum e in a back 
yard or sm all garden valuable space 
which could 
be put to much 
more 
profitable use. 
This is true, also, of 
corn, 
cucum bers, 
squashes, 
and 
melons. 
It will also pay the am ateur 
gardener to grow certain specialties 
of which he may bo fond, and which 
may be troublesom e or expensive to 
purchase.

This can be accom plished only by 
careful planning 
and it is 
recom ­ 
m ended, therefore, th a t am ateur gar­ 
deners draw up in advance a com 
plete 
lay-out

their garden.

the plan the gardener should indicate 
the date when each of his projected 
crops is to 
be planted.

space should be allotted to each than :

In: 
m any cases, also, space 
should 
be 
left betw een the rows for the inter 
planting of later crops and for easy 
cultivation. 
Plants 
which 
make a 
high grow th and cause heavy shade 
should not be located where they will 
Interfere 
with 
sun-loving 
sm all 
plants. 
Perennials, 
too, 
such 
as 
rhubarb and 
asparagus, which 
are 
not cultivated, should not be grown 
among plants which call for tillage. 
If a garden is planned In this way 
and the schem e carried out, the plan 
should he kept tor use the following 
year, with notes 
of 
tile success or 
failure or the different item s In it. 
For example, if too much or too little 
of any vegetable was grown this fact 
should be recorded. 
It is not 
de­ 
sirable, however, to follow too close­ 
ly the sam e plan lo succeeding years. 
The sam e kind of vegetables should 
not be grown twice, if

avoided,

The garden shown in tho accom ­ 
panying diagram 
w as a city 
back 
yard 25 by 70 feet in dim ensions. 
It 
happened to bo bounded on two sides 
by a board fence, and this fact was 
taken advantage of to plant and train 
grape vines. Straw berry plants were 
set alongside of the flagstone w alks 
and 
currant 
bushes 
betw een 
the 
w alks and the fence. 
In the space 
betw een the bushes and the straw ­ 
berries low-growing vegetables, such 
as beans, peppers, eggplants, and the 
like, w ere set out. 
In a space about 
12 feet wide between the walks low- 
growing, quick-m aturing, early vege­ 
tables were planted in such a way 
th at later-m aturing 
varieties 
could 
be put out 
a t 
proper intervals be­ 
tw een 
them . 
The 
early 
plantings 
consisted of 
radishes, early 
beets, 
lettuce, carrots, and a few parsnips. 
The beets gave way later to a few 
late cabbage 
plants.

portion of the yard was turned over 
to tom atoes 6f

plants trained 
to a 
single stem and Bet about 18 inches 
a p art in each direction.

late peas w ere put out in the least
